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ATHABASCA NOT | MEAN TO EXPLOIT 


A VAST MUSKEG 


A.W. Ponton, D.L.S.)Declares Coun- 
try Between Athabasca and Peace 
Rivers is Excellent 


Bullétin Bpecial, + 
Grouard, Sept. 9.—Peter Tompkins, 


Dominion Lands Agent, gives the 
number of ,Jhomestead entries for the 
Grande Prairie district alone, for the 
month of August, as thirty-three, 
Thirteen syrips were lycated, Since 
the fifteen of Jast month thirty fami- 
lies and heads of families have passed 
through this place en route to Grande 
Prairie and wpper Peace River points 


with a view to settlement. 
Harvesting this district is about 
completed, notwithstanding the brok- 
en weather of the past two weeks. 
A conservative estimate of the yield 


is given as 40,000 bushels of oats 
and other grains, ine!uding wheat 
20,000 bushels. All grain is a good 
sample, the early frosts of last 


month not having done much damage 

as all grains were well advanced be- 
fore the advent of the frost. 
Crops at Vermillion. 

A. W. Ponton, Dominion land sur- 

veyor, who has been engaged during 


the. past two seasons extending the 
fifth meridian north towards the 
Peace river, arrived here from Fort 


Vermillion on the Lower Peace en 
route#for Edmonton. Speaking of the 
crops in the Vermillion district Mr. 
Ponton says the frost of last month 
did some considerable damage and 
theréfore the yield generally will not 
be up to expectations, Of the gov- 
ernment experimental farm Mr. Pon- 
ton says that the crops of all kinds 
are magnificent. He ascribes this to 
up-to-date farming methods and to 
early.seeding, as compared with the 
older methods used generally by the 
native farmers of the district. 

Mr. Ponton’s party left Vermillion 
to come across country to Athabasca 
Landing about August 15th. 

Is Not Muskeg At All. 

Speaking of the country between 
Athabasca Landing and Vermillion, 
Mr. Ponton says that there are thou- 
sands.of acres of good land through- 
out. that scope of country, and that 
the greater portion of what has been 
termed muskeg is not muskeg by any 
means but simply a mossy growth 
formed on top of the natural drainage 
of the country by beaver work. 

Mr. Ponton farther stated that Tittle 
difficulty would be experienced in a 
winter road through from Athabasca 
Landing to Vermilion, which would 
mean that the trip could be made be- 
tweén those pointe in from 12 to 13 days. 
It is Mr. Ponton’e intentions, should he

MINER IS. ACQUITTED 
OF MANSLAUGHTER 


Accused of 


Frank Miner, Allowing 


Coal Car to Run Into and Kill 
Another Workman Is_ Declared 
Not Guilty—Pathetic Scene in 


Court Room, 


Macleod, Alta., Sept. 9.—The trial 
of Arthur Decoux was today conclud- 
ed before Mr, Justice Harvey and a 
jury of six. The supposed crime was 
committed at Frank in May by negi- 


ligently allowing a car, loaded with 
coal, to run into and kill another 
Frenchman, From the evidence it 
was adduced that the accused's car 
was second to another and he was 
said to have taken the sprag which 
acts as a brake out, thus allowing 


the car to run, but as there was an- 
other car in front of the accused's car 
they were both forced to go down 
the grade and in this way the fatality 
occurred, 

This was all underground in the 
mine at Frank. The jury brought in 
a verdict of not guilty after two 


hours of deliberation. They found 
the accused not guilty and added a 
rider to the verdict calling upon the 
comphny for additional attention. 
The jury added to their verdict that 
the attention of the government of 
Alberta be called to the fact that un- 
qualified men are permitted to act in 
positions where qualifications are re- 
quired by law and also requested the 


government to examine the quali-

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ARCTIC WHALING 


Col, Davidson and A. A. D. McRea, Two 
Millionaires, Will Establish, Sta- 
tion in =the) North,—American 
Whalers Have Poached tn Cana- 
dian Weters for Last Twenty 
Years, 


Vancouver, B,, Sept. 9.—Repre- 
senting themselves as MacKenzie- 
Mann interests, Colonel Davidson and 
A. D. McRea, millionaires of Winni- 
peg and Vancouver, are planning to 
exploit Arctic whaling. Two steam- 
ers and a sailing ship will be dis- 
patched to ‘the Arctic regions next 
spring fromi Vancouver, when a sta- 
tion will be established on the main- 
or on One of ‘the many groups 
of islands. 

This entire réegioh east of the 
boundary line between Alaska and 
the Dominion, and extending to the 
north pole, is wholly within British 
territory. It embraces a vast archi- 
pelago, notice of ownership of which 
has been proclaimed to the world by 
Canada, through the British foreign 
office. In the summer months the 
waters adjacent to the mainiand, in- 
cluding the estuary at the mouth of 
the MacKenzie river, are open and 
can be navigated by sea-going ves- 
sels, 

Poaching for Twenty Years, 

This has been demonstrated by the 
success of American whalers which 
have been poaching in this British 
water for nearly twenty years. The 
action of their owners in importing 
goods for trading purposes, as well 
as liquor, resulted, several years ago, 
in the Dominion government estab- 
lishing a mounted police station 
well. as a customs. officer on. Her- 
schell Island, the rendezvous of the 
fleet. The vigilance of the authori- 
ties was rewarded by the 
thousands of dollars of revenue, as 
well as the suppression of the illicit 
sale of intoxicants, which was 
moralizing the Eskimo. 

It will be interesting to see whai 
policy the Dominion government will 
adopt in these northern waters, now 
that Canadian capital is to exploit 
the industry. There is no doubt that 
that the Americans, who have en-

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BRIGHT PROSPECTS 
IN THE OLD LAND 


Trade Is Increasing and Other Con. 
ditions Improve—Fallure of Tory 
Plote—Slander of Territorials the 
Latest Dodge, But the Peopte Are 
Becoming Tired of Continuous Lib- 
els Upon Themselves, 


London, Aug. 24—King George, as 
he meditates on the many happy fam- 
ily memories conjured up by his res- 
idence at Balmoral, may also be in- 
clined to reflect on the happier cir- 
cumstances in which he has begun his 
reigiy as compared with his predeces- 
gor. Queén Victotia died heartbroken 
because the Boer war was not ended 
in her lifetime. King Edward suc- 
ceeded to a legacy of trouble and un- 
rest, but King George, as he surveys 
the situation at home and abroad to- 
day, can have nothing but a feeling 
of thankfulness and contentment. 
How different the situation then and 
now! In January, 1901, when the 
death of Queen Victoria made the 
Prince of Wales King, the war—al- 
though Lord Roberts had reported 
that ft was all over—wae atill pro- 
ceeding, and it was not until May, 
1902, that peace was formally con- 
cluded. 

The Dismal Time. 

A year later, on May 16, 1903, 
surprised nation read at its breakfast 
table that Britain was sick unto 
death, and would soon die if the nos- 
trum prescribed by the prophet of 
woe at Highbury were not instantly 
adopted. Our commerce and our in- 
dustries were slipping away from us; 
free trade and Little Englandism had 
sapped at our vitals; we Were a done 
people, and our Empire was falling to 
pieces. Fourteen years ago this seem- 
ed as if it might have been true. In 
1896 a Tory Government was in pow- 
er, and one of the most gifted of Tory 
journalists was constrained to write 
then of “The Twilight of England." 
The signs were ominous, 4s they al- 
ways are when Tory policy, especially 
in foreign affairs, has its way. Ger- 
many was drawing closer to France 
and Russia; Austria was following her 
leader and the Italian press was ask- 
ing what Italy gained by her friend- 
ship with England. Across the sea 
President Cleveland had roused a 
storm of passion in the hearts of our 
kinsmen, and the predominant senti- 
ment of the people of the United 
States appeared to be dislike of Bri- 
tain. The first signs of the tragedy 
in South Africa, had shown them- 
selves, the Jameson raid had taken 
place, the Kaiser had sent his fam- 
ous telegram to President Kruger, and 
the government had ordered a flying 
squadron which was intended ‘‘either 
to reinforce a fleet already in com- 
mission,” or to constitute “a separate 
for¢e to be sent in any direction 
where danger may exist.” Well might 
a dispassionate Tory journalist write 
of “The Twilight of England!” 

‘a? (Falture of Tory Plots. ** 

The years which followed hardly 
brought comfort to his distressed but 
faithful soul. Out of the war sprang 
that’ cry of “England’s ruin” that has 
gone on unceasing and falsely for 
seven years. The process has been 
well described as that cf “crabbing” 
Britain and the British people in 
every possible way, and the deplor- 
able feature about.it is that it has 
been done, and is being done, under 
the pretence of patriotism. First it 
was our trade and commerce, and 
every year the Board of Trade re- 
turns have given the lie to the slan- 
der. Then it was the insufficiency 
of our battieships and the incom- 
petency of our sailors to repel a Ger- 
man invasion that existed only in the 
imagination of scared Tory wire-pul- 
lers. That libel om the navy died a 
natural death aftér it had served to 
win Croydon and one or two other 
bye-elections. Now, it is the turn of 
the Territorials to be slandered in the 
interests of a Tory conspiracy to force 
protection and its twin evil, conscrip- 
tion, on the people. This latest dodge 
has deservedly failed, partly because 
Mr. Haldane's new force has como 
satiafactorily out of a seyere training 
ordeal, and partly, I imagine, because 
the Tory organizers have a shrewd 
suspicion that the people are begin- 
ning to see through their tactics and 
are becoming tired of these continual 
Hbelé on themselves, The failure of 
these plots has brought consternation 
td the Toricg, Look where they will, 
they can find no comfort for the next 
general election except in the swing 
of the pendulum, and in an insidious 
sapping of the Liberal position while

the veto question is in suspension. 
Our relations with foreign countrics 
are as sound and cordial as they 
were in 1886, and again from 1892 
to 1895, when Lord Rosevery was 
the Liberai forcign secretary. And 


men remember that during the latte: 
period, in 1594, when the troubles 
“at Johannesburg first became acute, 
the Rosebery government succeeded 
in averting the calamity of a war 
in South Africa which a Tory govern- 
ment precipitated five years later, 
Bright Prospects at Home. 

At home the prospects are even less 
encouraging for the Tories, if only 
elections could be decided on results 
and not on every side issue and manu- 
faetured scare whieh an unscrupulous 
party, ready ‘to the last button” 
and able to spend £5 to their oppon- 
ents’ £1, can devise for the occasior 
The nine years’ reign of Edward VII. 
were marked by an expansion of Brit- 


ish wealth and commerce so enor 
mous that it is difficult for anyone 
but a statistician to grasp. Between 


1900 and 1908 the average daily (not 
weekly or monthly) clearances of 
cheques, bills, ete,, through the Bank- 


ers’ Clearing House had _ increased 
from £29,600,000 to £44,000,000, and 
the year's transactions in 1909 am- 


ounted to £13,525,000,000. That is 
figure the magnitude of which can 
be grasped by no human brain, and 
ii represents the banking business of 
ruined and decrepid nation! 
Teade and Social Conditions,

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And in the year 

seven months’ trade returns showed 
an Increase of £31,%30,457 in imports, 
and £40,162,777 in exports over 1909, 
and, as compared with 1908, an in- 
crease of £88,720,513 in imports and 
£87,201,887 in exports. Truly, Britain 
is indeed on the verge of ruin, Liber- 
als and free traders are more than 
satisfied with these figures, and they 
are profoundly gratified with the 
movement from the west in favor of 
free trade, They turn to other pro- 
tective countries, and they find Ger. 
many weary of jingoism and revolt. 
ing against its tariffs; Italian pea 
sants and workers engaging in bread 
riots, as men did here in the bad old 
days, and French “ouvriers’ in a state 
of rebellion against the high cost of 
living. That is not all. Improving 
trade and the old-age pensions act 
have brought about a remarkable de- 
crease in pauperism—22,000 less at 
June 25 last than in the preceding 


twelve months; and the labor ex- 
changes are providing for a con- 
stantly inereasing number of un- 


employed workers. 


However, one of the most notable 
of 1909, with 


results of the budget 
its increased duty on spirits, has been 
a considerable decrease in drunken- 


ness. In every direction the nation 

seems marching “breast forward” to- 

wards a new and better way of life. 
Land Union Fiasco, 


Faced with this situation, and with 
nothing better to offer the people than 
the Dead Sea fruit of protection and 
conscription, the Tories have fallen 
back upon a land policy which might 
supply the groundwork for a comic 
opera. Sir Gilbert Parker's scheme 
of land reform has not “caught on’; 
neither has that of Captain Prety- 
man, the Tory member for Chelms- 
ford. The Land Union started by that 
gentleman has, indeed, proved a mis- 
erable fiasco, and in despair he has 
evolved a scheme for setting upon the 
land, with cottages and a few acres, 
“ex-sailors and soldiers, particularly 
of the warrant and petty officer class, 
and non-commissioned officer class; 
ex-policemen, men who have served 
in the fire brigade, civil servants and 
others who have by honorable public 
or private service earned or saved a 


pension or small income,” “These 
men,” Captain Pretyman thinks, 
“would be invaluable as scout- 


masters, a8 organizers of village clubs 
or sports, and in a hundred other 
ways.”’ The first amusing result of 
this opera-bouffe scheme of land re- 
form is that it has set by the ears 
the two “yellow press” organs of the 
new Toryism. The Daily Mail wel- 
comes the scheme. The Express de- 
nounces it as ‘“fatuous,” says it would 
result in ‘“ruin’’ to the small holders, 
and warns all ex-sailors, soldiers, fire- 
men and others’ that they will lose 
any money they put into it. It is 
refreshing to see this outburst of hon. 
esty ‘on the part of The Express, but 
this may be said to its credit, that 
it has never “wobbled” either on 
tariff “reform” or the budget—and its 
proprietor is still without a peerage, 
or even a knighthood. Of course, the 
thing is only a frap to catch unwary 
Tories, who are numerous’ in the 
classes mentioned, and make them a 
sort of permanent garrison of Tory- 
ism in the villages and a means of 
recompensing the landlords for the 
new taxes by buying their land at 
the owners’ own valuation, which 
would not be a modest one. These 
journalistic dissensions are only a re- 
flection of dissensions in a_ party 
which, if it came into office tomor- 
row, could not muster a Cabinet cap- 
able of taking intellectual rank with 
a second, or even a third, Cabinet 
which the Liberals could, if the neces- 
sity arose, bring forward from the 
back benches. 
Liberal Party Thankful. 

Meanwhile, leaving their opponents 
to settle their differences, the Liberal 
party—if the veto question is satis- 
factorily disposed of—will go forward 
with the great program of social re- 
form already so auspiciously begun. 
The land tenure act of 1906 gave the 
farmer an increased security for his 
holding; the small holdings act of 
1907 provided the means of settling 
small men on a bit of land, and the 
co-operative banks which Lord Car- 
rington has promised will enable 
holders to raise fresh capital on not 
too exorbitant terms, That is only 
one direction in which the new re- 
formation will move, and it will go 
far if the people are wise enough to 
give it the opportunity. For behind 
it there is a conscience, where in the 
days of the old Whigs there was only 
a family tradition. It was a fine tra- 
dition, nevertheless, and it kept men 
like the late Earl Spencer faithful 
through many temptations to the cause 
of the people. The Liberal party has 
reason to be thankful for men of the 
type of Lord Spencer, who began his 
political career in the period when 
even marrying and giving in marriage 
between Whigs and Tories was re 
garded with horror by the respective 
families, He lived to see a great 
change from th apttnio. .wR. 
change from that point of view, and 
because he had “the root of the mat- 
ter’ in him he survived trials which 
drove weaker men into the opposite 
camp. We have many men of his type 
still with us-—the new Bar! is one— 
but the family test has gone and its 
Place has been taken by the nobler 
one of the nation’s welfare, That is 
what I mean when 1 say that it is 
conscience, and net family tradition, 
that makes Radicals of great county 
magistrates like Lord Spencer,

29 LIVES LOST 


Car Ferry Number | 
18 Went to Bottom Midway 
Across Take Mic vigan—More 
Than Thirty Were Saved However 
Monetary Loss Estimated = 
$500,000. 


Pere Marquette 


Ludington, Mich., Sept. 9.—Twent- 
nine lives were lost today when Pere 
Marquette car ferry, Number 18, 
bound from Ludington to Milwaukee, 
went to the bottom of Lake Michigan 
half way across the lake. The dead 
include: Capt. Peter Kilty, of Lud- 
ington; 8. F. Sezepanck, of Chicago, 
putser and wireless operator, whose 
signals of distress brought assistance 
to the sinking steamer; and two 
members of the crew of car ferry 
Number 17, who lost their lives in an 
effort to rescue the crew of Number 
18. Elicott Bean, of Saginaw, a) 
member of the crew of Number 18, | 
would make the thirtieth victim, but 
it is believed he was not on board | 
when Number 18, set out from here 
last night on her fatal trip. 

W. L. Mercereau, superintendent of 
the car ferry line, réceived a wire- 
less at 10.30 this morning stating 
that only thirty of the crew on 
board car ferry Number 18 had been 
saved, The message came from a 
passing steamer which was in com- 
munication with Number 17 and it 
is accepted at the Pere Marquette 
marine headquarters as. reliable, 
Twenty-nine are said to be lost, in- 
cluding ell the officers. 

Lloyds, of England, carry the risk 
on the ferry and cargo, which totals 
about $500,000. 

Details of Disaster, 

Ludington, Mich., Sept. 9.-—The 
sum total of the catastrophe is twen- 
ty-nine lives lost and a fiancial loss 
exceeding half a million dollars. Car 
ferry Number 18 left Ludington last 
night at 11.30 o'clock with a fair 
but stiff wind, and twenty-nine load 
ed cars on deck. The ferry made 
good weather for five hours on its 
course to Milwaukee, but at 4.30 
o'clock word was sent to Captain 
Kilty that his boat was rapidly mak« 
ing wateft aft and that, the’ pumps 
were unable to keep even. The cap- 
tain promptly headed his ship toward 
Cheboygan on the Wisconsin shore.

Nine Cars Dropped Overboard. 

With great difficulty nine cars were 
dropped off the stern, but this gave 
the vessel only slight and temporary 
relief. At 7.30 this morning, with- 
out warning, and before the horrified 
gaze of the men on board Pere Mar- 
quette car ferry Number 17; which 
had just arrived on the scene in re- 
sponse to a distress signal, the great 
black bow of the flagship rose high 
in’ the afr, the stern settled swiftly 
toward the bottom and with a roar 
the ship, shot downward and was lost 
to view. 

Two Rescuers Drowned, 


The crew of Number 17 rushed 
overboard with a lifeboat with four 
men, The waves picked it up in 


an instant and crushed it against the 
ferry’s steel side. Two of the sail- 
ore were rescued by those on board, 
while the other two, Joseph Peterson 
and R. J. Jacobson. a scrubber, im- 
mediately sank. Another lifeboat 
was successfully launched. This boat 
in charge of Duncan Millington, of 
Ludington, did good work, and in 
less than an hour picked up fourteen 
survivors who were floating about and 
clinging to the wreckage. Then 
other lifeboat was manned and 
the face of great danger more than 
thirty persons were saved, Mean.- 
while the tug A. ¢, Tesler, of Milwau- 
kee, car ferry Number 20, steamer 
Number 6, anda tug from Cheboygan 
towing the Sheboygan life-saving 
arrived on the scene, 
Cause of Disaster a Mystery.
